The average rate of duty under the 
Hamilton tariff of when our indus- 
tries could truthfully plead infancy, was 
only- 11.21 per cent The war tarifi of 
1812 averaged only 32.76 per cent. The 
average rate on all imports under tbe 
terlir of 1833 was 2^.99 p«r cent and on 
dutiable articles 38.25 per cent. Under 
tbo "coinpromise teriff " of 1884 the aver- 
MSi rate was 19.26 per cent.

just passed by the Democratic House of 
Representatives tbe average is fixed at 
42.49 per cent. Tb« Morrill teriff sobod« 
ule of 1861 oonteined less than fifteen 
j hundred dutiable articles while the Mills 
bill embodies a schedule of nearly four 
thousand.

On the other hntd if the tariff protects 
labor, American workingmen after 
twenty-seven years of protection should 
be univercally prosperous, contented and 
happy. Yet tbe third annual report of 
Hon. OarroU D. Wright, United Stetos 
Commissioner of Labor, shows that in 
the six years ending with 18S6 there were 
strikes in 22,336 ssteblishmmto ia this 
country. Of these 18,342, or tt.l9 per 
cent., were ordered by labor organisa- 
tions. Diiriii;; the sams period there 
were lock-outs in 2,182 establishments. 
Of these, 1753, or 80.34 per cent, were or- 
dei ed by combinations of managers. Of 
the strikes, 16,692, or 74.74 per cent., and 
of the lock-outs I.'.hi, or 00.8 per cent,, 
were in the States of Massachusetts, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois, 
where protection is ssid to hare showered 
its blessings on the laboring man. These 
facts point like index fingers to tbe ter- 
rific straggle between the " tmste " and 
the "combines" for their millions of 
dividends on one hand and tbe millions 
I of wage-earners, battling against poverty, 
I hunger and starvation for themselves, 
(their wives and children on the other, 
j At every point in this struggle the fact 
stands out that the tarifi' is tbe combine's 
protection and t he laborer's tax.
